HE near fortnight that has elapsed since the outbreak of war has seen 
the scheme of normal national life shattered to bits and recast in 
strange shape. In no phase of activity has this enforced and unwelcome 
interference with normal pursuits been more marked than in the building 
industry, particularly in regard to the professions which serve it. With the 
exception of those architects and surveyors who were engaged on Government 
work at the declaration of war, hundreds of firms have seen their practices and 
consequently their livelihoods perish literally overnight. 

Something is being done for some of these architects by the R.I.B.A. 
Emergency Panel, and by other agencies, but the plain fact emerges that 
while only a small proportion of approximately 10,000 architects over 30 
on the Register have been absorbed into Government work, the remainder are 
on the “reserved” list, which forbids them to engage upon any full-time 
Government service outside their profession. 

The contracting and materials supplying sides of the industry are not 
so badly placed as yet, for with Governmental defence work, A.R.P. buildings for 
local authorities, and a certain amount of shelter constructional work for 
private industry, there is a considerable amon of building to be done over 
the next six months. 

What will happen when the present ashlee but intense period of con- 
structional activity is concluded must necessarily be a matter for conjecture, 
dependent on factors of which the chief are the likelihood of duration of the 
war, the extent and effectiveness of enemy aerial offensive, and the availa- 
bility of personnel and materials. The two factors last mentioned naturally 
depend to a large extent upon the first, but present indications would seem to 
point to probable large reserves of technicians, operatives and materials. 

This question, therefore, seems vital: Is this well-organised machine to 
be put to its normal function of producing tangible and lasting values, or is it 
to be allowed to rust in inaction? To this there should be one answer only, 
and we, therefore, propose an end to which the Government and the leaders 
of the building industry should direct their thoughts and energies when the 
present shock of impact has passed ; that end is to plan a scheme of permanent 
decentralisation for London and the larger provincial cities in the form of rings 
of towns on the lines of Letchworth and Welwyn on which the energies of plan- 
ners, architects and the whole building machine could be bent so soon as the 
urgent needs of defence are satisfied. 

This war has already opened the eyes of whole sections of industry and 
commerce to the physical dangers of urbanisation. The rush to evacuate 
the great cities and the flight to the country of large numbers of business and 
professional establishments have, by the cost and inconvenience of the 
move, brought home a lesson which might have been read at any time in the 
last twenty years by those whose eyes were open in the living example of 
those new towns which have submitted themselves to the control of planning. 
We believe that it would be possible to guide metropolitan and other urban 
industry and business into decentralised new towns, provided those towns 
were ready before hostilities cease and normality returns. Such towns, were 
they commenced now, could well be used for the rehousing of those town- 
dwellers whose homes or essential buildings might be destroyed by enemy 
action ; common-sense alone would seem to forbid in some areas their replace- 
ment on present sites. 

We do not intend at present to enlarge upon this proposal, but we do 
urge consideration without delay of the means by which such a scheme could 
be planned and the energies and resources of the building industry harnessed 
to it. The suggestion that there should be appointed a Minister of Home 
Planning is not a new one, but there was never a time more than the present 
which cried out for an appointment on these lines carrying full executive 
powers, so that we may rescue something from the trials and dangers which 
lie before us, and the blunders and costliness of development following 1918 
be not repeated.

With regard to the retention of the 
services of assistants, it is, of course, 
impossible to estimate what demands are 
likely to be made by Government Depart- 
ments and others upon firms of architects, 
and at this stage it appears that the 
decision as to whether or not the mem- 
bers of a staff should be retained must 
of necessity rest with the employer. 


Additional demands in connection with 
A.R.P. work carried out for local author- 
ities and private individuals may be 
made through the Regional Advisory 
Committee (Shelters). 


In the case of those desiring to join 
the forces, it is suggested that they 
should consult their local Territorial 
Associations regarding vacancies in local 
uns. 


It is thought that the services of archi- 
tects could best be utilised in the Royal 
Engineers or Royal Artillery. 


The Institute has no information of 
the Government’s intention as to the lia- 
bility of persons on the Register for mili- 
tary service other than has been publicly 
announced.

BUILDING INDUSTRIES 
NATIONAL COUNCIL 


ESTABLISHMENT OF EMERGENCY 
COMMITTEE. 


Tue building group of industries has a 
fundamental contribution to make to the 
successful prosecution of the war which 
in extent and importance is exceeded by 
no other industry. Not a single effective 
arm can be made, not a single ton of 
additional foodstuffs or raw material can 
be stored, without its proper protection 
of building materials assembled by the 
manifold labour resources of the industry. 

In order, however, to make that con- 
tribution fully effective, the closest con- 
tact will have to be maintained between 
the Departments of H.M. Government 
and the responsible representative 
organisations of the industry in such a 
manner as to engender the greatest 
possible degree of mutual confidence. 
The Building Industries National Council 
has already established such relation with 
certain Departments, and there is every 
reason to believe that as the implications 
of war-time conditions become realised 


this central liaison will be greatly 
developed.

CRACOW 
A POLISH UNIVERSITY TOWN 


Cracow, recently captured by the 
Germans, once the capital of the king- 
dom of Poland, the coronation city and 
the residence of her kings, reveals some 
of Poland’s old-time splendour. All im- 
portant historical monuments and _ all 
outstanding personalities of Poland are 
immortalised there. Copernicus, the 
famous astronomer, was educated in the 
University of Cracow, the oldest univer- 
sity in Poland, founded in 1364. Conrad 
wrote of Cracow as being a royal and 
academic city where he ceased to be a 
boy and became a man. In its cathedral 
kings of Poland were crowned and 
buried, and the vault contains the tombs 
of ~ national heroes—great soldiers or 
great writers. The body of Joseph 
Pilsudski, maker of modern Poland, also 
lies in the cathedral. 

Cracow is a charming medieval city, 
a place where east and west meet, and 
in the past so often the bulwark of the 
west against invasion by the east. Old 
palaces alternate with narrow and lofty 
houses, and everywhere the eye is 
attracted by picturesque facades and 
gateways and unexpected perspectives of 
majestic historical buildings. Strangers 
entering the city discover that not only 
is it quaintly lovely, but that they can 
easily find their way about it. This is 
because each of the streets branching off 
the market place, which is in the centre, 
leads to the ring of gardens encircling 
the old city, the so-called ‘“ Planty,”

founded in the place where formerly 
fortifications, watch-towers, walls, moats 
and ramparts stood. There is very little 
left of the fortifications—only a small 
part of the walls with arsenal, a few 
towers, and a round fifteenth-century 
fortress, the Barbican.

King Sigismund the First brought Italian 
architects to Cracow, and they created 
the Wawel Castle, the famous Italian 
Renaissance palace on the top of a hill. 
The castle contains paintings by many 
of the masters, including Raphael. Per- 
haps the most beautiful works of art, 
however, are the hundred _ Belgian 
tapestries brought in the middle of the 
sixteenth century. The royal chambers, 
which were the residence of the Presi- 
dent of the Polish Republic, are full of 
priceless objects, paintings and period 
furniture. 

Cracow possesses more than fifty 
churches and innumerable _ convents. 
Many of the old palaces standing around 
the market place have been made into 
museums and picture galleries, which 
contain works of Leonardo da _ Vinci, 
Raphael, Rembrandt, and others. 

The market place is over 40,000 square 
metres, and is said to be the largest 
market place of the medieval cities of 
the world. In the centre is the Clothiers’ 


Hall, a picturesque building having 
booths (formerly cloth stalls) in_ its 
vaulted hall. Gothic arcades surround 


this building from the outside, while an 
attic with carved monsters adorns its 
upper part. There is an_ interesting 
picture gallery on its upper floor con- 
taining wcrks of the best Poiish painters 
such as Jan Metejko, Siemiradzki, and 
Malczewski. 

The Jagellonian Library is about ‘ive 
hundred years old, and contains many 
curious old documents. There is a rare 
and much admired globe from 1510 bear- 
ing for the first time in history the name 
of the recently discovered America. The 
arcaded courtyard of the library is pure 
Gothic, and is surrounded by vauited 
cloisters and loggias. In the centre is 4 
bronze statue of Nicholas Copernicus 
(erected in 1900 in commemoration of the 
fifth centenary of the university). 

This ancient city is situated on the 
winding ribbon of the River Vistula. in 
a country full of picturesque hills covered 
with woods which, steadily rising to 
wards the south, are linked with the 
lofty snow-clad Tatra Mountains.

THE BUILDER 


THE CAMOUFLEUR AND HIS CRAFT 


By R. MYERSCOUGH-WALKER. 
|.—APPROACH 


To camouflage is analogous (within the 
truths that analogies are capable of) to 
interior decoration. It seems to possess 
all the qualities, that is to say, of an 
inexact science. It is impossible to be 
trained (excepting for one or two minor 
private places) in interior decoration; and 
the same impossibility would appear to 
exist in so far as camouflage is concerned. 

How to correlate the various contradic- 
tions in this work in order to suggest a 
tidy pattern of approach is difficult, but 
first let me put down the conflicting 
thoughts the subject gives rise to, and 
later I will attempt a correlation of these 
conflicts. 

Camouflage is, simply, concealment. 
To conceal buildings is not a desirable 
quality in architecture, therefore one 
assumes that any form of architectural 
camouflage is a necessary evil to be im- 
posed on existing structures during time 
of war. 

On the other hand, camouflage is 
adopted by—or imposed upon—most 
forms of animal, bird and fish life as a 
part of the defence mechanism necessary 
for survival. At some point, therefore, 
one asks whether or not human beings 
have overstepped the mark by ignoring 
this fundamental law of Nature. 

Another contradiction lies in the fact 
that artists regard camouflage as being 
their particular line of country because of 
their life study of coloury form and 
textures. Scenic builders regard their 
theatrical background as ideal for the job 
of recreating realism—when necessary—on 
the landscape. The architect believes 
that his knowledge of design—plus his 
ability to attend both to structures and 
construction—fits him ideally for camou- 
flage work. The naturalist states that his 
knowledge of other forms of life-and the 
camouflage of animals more expert than 
homo sapiens has brought him nearer to 
the real truth than the painter or archi- 
tect. The advertising agent sometimes 
feels himself to be in command of a corps 
of highly trained artists who can draw 
anything from a glass of beer to a 
surrealist painting; and, finally, the 
chemist or scientist may feel superior to 
the whole lot. 

There are further contradictions in the 
comparative values of disrupting a 
landscape, imitating it, or building over 
it—the correct technique of camouflage, 
in short. There are the rival claims of 


paint firms to be considered, as to those 
paints which are most enduring, but 
which maintain their textural efficiency. 
In other words, the whole craft is riddled 
with paradoxes and _ pathetically  in- 
accurate as a science. 

If the craft is to be analysed, then I 
cannot launch into a synopsis of practical 
details. This first chapter will not tell 
you how to paint your factory according 
to a set of rules.* In fact, this Govern- 
ment pamphlet is preceded by the 
comment :— 

This pamphlet describes in general terms 
the measures which may be taken by way of 
camouflage to render factories and other 
buildings less distinguishable from the air. 

It is not intended to suggest that camouflage 
is applicable to all types of buildings, or that 
it should be generally undertaken. It will 
not usually be justified except in the case of 
premises likely to be a special object of 
attack and so conspicuous as to demand con- 
cealment. 

Any firms or undertakers who, for reasons 
of national policy, are likely to be required 
to take measures to camouflage their premises, 
will receive more detailed guidance from the 
appropriate Government department. 

And, for the most part, it must be 
admitted that it would be pure stupidity 
for an individual factory owner on, say, 
the Great West-road to camouflage his 
individual building without the related 
efforts of his neighbours. This I will 
explain in the process of describing this 
essential aspect of war defence. 


My approach must be general and my 
conclusion be particular, because so 
much which is false has crept into camou- 
flage and, after discussion with various 
camoufleurs, I am convinced that it is, 
at this moment, rather a generalised thing 
which contains a host of inaccuracies. 


Camouflage and the Social Order. 

The immediate approach is one of the 
** worthwhileness ’”’ of camouflage in the 
general social order. It would seem that 
we are not far removed from the neces- 
sity of camouflage which other forms of 
life find essential. Wars have always 
existed and still do exist, so it is useless 
to think in terms of a Utopia, or even a 
Utopia with an occasional black mark 
against it. Birds, animals and fishes have 
found it necessary since the beginning of

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time, and many species have always had 
to contend with a form of attack, i.e..,. 
aerial, which is new to us, and which now 
governs our thoughts in the direction of 


camouflage. In point of fact, they are 
liable to be attacked from the side, from 
behind, from above and below. Their 
camouflage saves them frequently, and 
we shall see exactly how this principle of 
optical illusion functions. Had man been 
as full of the sense of self-preservation as 
those other forms of life, then even from 
ground attacks he would have been ren- 
dered more immune than he has been, 
and most certainly this is true of the 
Great War. The ancient Briton used 
“woad’’ or earth colour to camouflage 
himself. It was an effective camouflage, 
but the use of the aeroplane and obser- 
vation balloon and the high-explosive 
bomb has shown us our weakness. The 
aeroplane could not have easily located 
the woad-covered Briton or his habitat. 
In some curious way we, if we lived pro- 
perly, would not easily render ourselves 
the prey of a bomber. 


Decentralisation and Camouflage. 

Now, though it may appear a useless 
idealism at this moment, we are learning 
(among other things) that the vast city 
is a social catastrophe. London or Berlin 
or New York are gigantic monuments of a 
stupid set of thoughts, and we have be- 
lieved for the past few years—war or no 
war—that decentralisation is a good 
thing. This war has expedited this move 
enormously, and it is doubtful whether a 
great many of the firms who have evacu- 
ated will find it advisable to return. In 
peace time the city is expensive, and, 
with our free and rapid communications, 
no longer necessary, or even desirable. In 
war time it is not only vulnerable from 
air attack, but a centre of potential 
hysteria. Therefore, from each aspect, de- 
centralisation is good, and in this move 
we have the basis of defence and survival, 
and the beginnings of camouflage under 
ideal conditions. Buildings which are 
separated are easier to defend. Point 
No. 1. 


Further, we have passed through vari- 
ous stages of architectural history, and 
some of these stages found it wise to use 
the materials at hand, the half-timber 
cottage in Sussex, the stone house in the 
Cotswolds, and so on. The Renaissance 
arrested this movement, and the Machine 
Age stopped it further still. We had Cor- 
busier with his skyscrapers and Lloyd 
Wright with his “ acre to a family” as 
two extremes. More recently there has 
been a return to the use of those mate-

rials which lie to hand, using them in- 
telligently and as if they belonged to the 
ground on which they stood. To me, it is 
a fine architectural aim, and once again 
this idealistic notion fits in with camou- 
flage because the whole art of conceal- 
ment lies in the fact that the building 
merges—either by imitation or disruption 
—into the ground which surrounds it. 
Harmonious building, then, is Point 2. 
So much applies to the future, but it 
seems obvious that certain Government 
buildings in course of erection might 
well follow these two rules. The Govern- 
ment building proposed in Whitehall was 
criticised because it would centralise too 
many activities, and the aerodrome build- 
ings, if they harmonised with their sur- 
roundings, would not require such drastic 
camouflage as is now found necessary. 
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Who is the Ideal Camoufleur ? 

The question of who is appropriate for 
the work is another consideration. Basic- 
ally, of course, everybody who has pre- 
tensions to experience in art, architecture 
and natural history will be a potential 
camoufleur, and the claims of any one 
of the various parties to be better than 
another are based, in part, on the desire 
of a great many people to get into a 
job which they imagine will rank almost 
as civilian work. They see themselves 
as being away from inappropriate work, 
and they also see a better salary for the 
work. 

An artist may know a great deal about 
colour and the representation of realism. 
He is a person who should be possessed 
of imagination or vision, and in so far as 
this is concerned he is fitted for the work. 
On the other hand, he knows nothing of 
natural history or the natural camouflage 
of other forms of life. He is unable to 
visualise a building unless he is presented 
with it in fact, or given a scale model. 
That is to say, he does not know how to 
build for camouflage; he can only attempt 
that which is there. Also, he is unable 
to prepare drawings that can be handed 
to contractors for structural alteration, 
nor is he used to organising the work or 
economic routine of contracting. 

The architect knows building and he 

ought to possess vision; while his know- 
ledge of camouflage, colour and natural 
history is frequently nil he is able to 
carry out contracts. 
: The naturalist knows, or should know, 
the theory of camouflage from A to Z, and 
it is from natural history that the main 
sources of camouflage are derived. On the 
other hand, he cannot draw technically, 
and he knows nothing about the control 
of contracts, nor, ordinarily, can he 
visualise an unbuilt structure. 

Out of this confusion as to the best- 
suited person for camouflage, one can say 
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that a combination of painter, architect 
and naturalist is ideal, but until such 
time as a specific course in camouflage 
exists this trio, working in close harmony, 
is the only possible one, though one fears 
that, the world being what it is, one or 
the other of this trinity would seek a 
dominant position. 

I mention these things because the busi- 
ness vf camouflage is quickly becoming 
confused with the personal ambition of 
differing factions. It is a new science, 
at present a rather crude version of what 
would be the finished affair, and, since it 
is confined to war-like activities, it is 
likely to be more confused still by the am- 
bitions which accelerate in such periods. 

The so-called expert is, as often as not, 
a myth, though the late Solomon J. Solo- 
mon and Oliver Bernard were camou- 
fleurs, and of their work I shall write 
later on.

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HOUSING ACTS: POSTPONEMENT 
OF WORKS. 

In view of the outbreak of war the 
Minister of Health has had under con- 
sideration the action to be taken by local 
authorities in England and Wales in re- 
lation to their normal housing work. In 
the case of slum clearance the schemes 
are in various stages from the earliest 
iep of the declaration of the area to the 
tage when an Order has been confirmed 
by the Minister but the operative date is 
still in the future. In the case of hous- 
ing schemes, local authorities have 
nearly 50,000 houses under construction, 
whilst there are large numbers of such 
schemes in stages varying from the selec- 
tion of a site to the acceptance of a ten- 
der for houses. 

Local authorities havepowers and duties 
under the Housing (Emergency Powers) 
Act, 1939, and the Essential Buildings and 
Piant (Repair of War Damage Act, 1939, 
which may involve them in a considerable 
amount of work, At the moment it is not 
possible to envisage just how the normal 
activities of housing authorities will be 
affected by the war, but for the time 
being, at any rate, the Minister has de- 
cided that it is necessary to defer the 
holding of inquiries into slum clearance 
orders. Accordingly, for the present, 
local authorities should take no further 
steps in connection with orders which 
have not reached the stage of local in- 
quiry. As regards any orders on which 
the inquiry has been held, the Minister 
proposes to postpone his decision or the 
issue of his order unless he is satisfied 
on representations by the local authority 
that there are special circumstances 
which make it desirable that action on 
that particular order should proceed. 

Where an order has been confirmed by 
the Minister so that it becomes the duty 
of the local authority to proceed with the 
steps which will end with the demolition 
of the property, the Minister is of opinion 
that, save in exveptional elreunistanees, 
the steps taken should stop short of 
actual demolition. In view of the possible 
destruction of housing accommodation 
by attacks from the air, it is clearly desir- 
able that the existing supply of accom- 
modation should not be diminished. 
Questions as to the payment of subsidy 
which this procedure may raise will be 
considered later. 

Considerations similar to those in the 
preceding paragraphs apply to individual 
demolition orders and redevelopment 
schemes, and similar action should be 
taken. 

‘he postponement of the demolition of 
unfit property in the manner suggested 
wii! allow the provision of replacement 
accommodation to be deferred, and to 
that extent the immediate building pro- 
gramme of the local authorities will be 
diminished. In view of the probable 
heavy demand on the supply of building 
labour and material, it may also be neces- 
sary for local authorities to curtail build- 
ing for overcrowding and general needs. 
Generally speaking, therefore, the Minis- 
ter would not be prepared for the time 
being to approve of the erection of fur- 
ther houses unless he were satisfied that 
there were exceptional circumstances 
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Which rendered the work of importance in 
the national interest, e.g., that the houses 
were necessary for the employees of new 
factories or, in agricultural] districts, for 
4gricultural workers. 
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OFFICIAL NOTIFICATIONS 


As regards houses which are in course 
of construction, the Minister would be 
glad if locai authorities would arrange 
with their contractors to concentrate on 
those houses which are in an advanced 
stage of construction and not to continue 
work on houses in an early stage or to 
start foundations for new houses. If a 
local authority have good ground for con- 
sidering that the completion of a contract 
would be in the national interest they 
should communicate with the Minister. 


The Position in Scotland. 

In so far as Scotland is concerned, the 
Secretary of State for Scotland has recom- 
mended to local authorities to suspend 
the preparation of new housing schemes 
until further notice and to enter into no 
further commitments for the building of 
houses. Local authorities are advised, 
however, to complete houses now under 
construction as speedily as the supply of 
building labour and materials available 
in their districts will permit without in- 
terference with essential war work. The 
building of houses contracted for but not 
yet begun should not be proceeded with. 
and the Secretary of State suggests that 
local authorities should approach contrac- 
tors to secure their agreement to the 
limitation of their contracts to houses on 
which work has already begun. 

Local authorities in rural areas may 
exercise their discretion regarding pro- 
posals submitted to them by private per- 
sons for the reconstruction of existing 
houses with assistance under the Housing 
(Rural Workers) Act and for the building 
of new houses with assistance under Part 
Two of the Housing (Agricultural Popu- 
lation—Scotland) Act, 1938. It is con- 
sidered that the small amount of labour 
necessary for this work in rural areas 
may be available without affecting de 
fence work, and the Secretary of State 
does not think it mecessary to recom- 
mend a general stoppage of activities 
under these heads. 


RENT AND MORTGAGE ACT. 


Tue Minister of Health draws attention 
to the Rent and Mortgage Interest Re- 
strictions Act, 1939, which received the 
Royal Assent on September 1. The Act 
was brought into force as from September 
2 by an Order in Council under Section 
9 of the Act. 

The Act prolongs the existing Rent 
Restriction Acts in England and Wales 
until six months after the date declared 
by Order in Council to be the end of 
the present emergency and consequently 
retains under the present system of con- 
trol those houses which were still con- 
trolled on the date when the new Act 
came into force. 

In addition, the new Act extends the 
scope of control to cover all houses in 
existence on September 1, 1939, whether 
they are houses previously controlled 
which became decontrolled or are houses 
erected since April, 1919, which have not 
hitherto been controlled, whose rateable 
value, according to the Valuation List in 
force on April 6, 1939, as respects Lon- 
don, and on April 1, 1939, as respects 
the remainder of England and Wales, 
did not exceed in the Metropolitan Police 
District or the City of London £100, or 
elsewhere in England and Wales £175. In 
the case of the houses thus brought 
under control by the new Act the maxi- 
mum permissible rent is the rent payable 
at September 2, 1939, subject to the nor- 
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mal permitted increases on account of 
subsequent structural alterations and im- 
provements, and, in the case where the 
landlord pays the rates assessed on the 
property, to any increase in those rates 
over the amount assessed on the property 
in the rating period which included 
September 1, 1939. 

The control provisions applying to the 
houses brought into control by the new 
Act and to mortgages on those houses are 
with certain necessary modifications like 
that relating to the increase of rent re- 
ferred to above, the same as those apply- 
ing to houses which were already con- 
trolled before the passing of the new Act. 
The Act does not, however, apply to a 
dwelling house, which is or forms part 
of a house belonging to a local authority 
which, under the Housing Act, 1936, is 
included in their Housing Revenue Ac- 
count. 

Further, neither in the case of existing 
controlled houses nor those now brought 
into control will there be any provision 
allowing for decontrol on vacant posses- 
sion. 

Section 10 of the Rent Restriction Act, 
1933, which gives local authorities 
powers of publishing information for the 
assistance of landlords and tenants, as 
to their rights and duties under the Rent 
Acts, extends, with other provisions of a 
like nature, to the new Act. Local autho- 
rities are forthwith to take such steps as 
they consider necessary to give due pub- 
licity to the new provisions in their area. 

A separate statement is made by the 
Secretary of State for Scotland. 


RESERVED OCCUPATIONS. 
Revised List Issued. 


The Ministry of Labour has issued a re- 
vised edition of the Schedule of Reserved 
Occupations (price 9d., H.M. Stationery 
Office). , 

In the new Schedule an age is shown 
against every occupation. A man who 
follows an occupation listed in the 
Schedule cannot be accepted for whole- 
time service in any of the Services of 
National Defence if of or above the age 
stated. 

The occupations added to the January 
Schedule are :— 

Brick and tile maker (25-30). Cutlery 
worker. Wire goods maker. Specialised 
textile machinery -fittings and accessory 
maker. Textile worker (cotton, wool, 
silk, etc.). Tailor. Senior office and 
clerical staff. Works manager, assistant 
works manager, factory manager, depart- 
ment manager, and other grades above 
foreman. Fruit grower, seed grower. 
Leather tanner, dresser. Leather goods 
maker. 

Editorial staff of newspapers, periodi- 
cals, and news agencies (not included in 
the January Schedule) (30). Navvies 
(25-30). 

And certain workers engaged in:— 
Printing, bookbinding, and publishing. 
Pottery manufacture. Paper, etc., making. 
Plastics manufacture (not included in the 
January Schedule). 

[Figures in parentheses are ages at 
which exemption starts.] 


REPAIRS TO WAR-DAMAGED HOUSES. 

Prescribed forms to be used in serving 
a notice under the Housing (Emergency 
Powers) Act, 1939, upon a person having 
control of a building in which it is pro- 
posed to carry out repairs of war damage 
have been issued to local authorities in 
England and Wales and in Scotland by 
the Minister of Health and the Secretary 
of State for Scotland. 
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EMERGENCY INQUIRY BUREAU 


MUCH legislation has recently been passed affecting the civil population. 
Such measures include the Civi! Defence Act ; the Emergency Powers 
(Defence) Regulations; the Rent and Mortgage Interest Restrictions Act; 
the Landlord and Tenant (War Damage) Act (which modifies rights and 
liabilities of landlords, tenants etc., interested in land damaged by war) ; the 
Housing (Emergency Powers) Act and the Essential Buildings and Plant 
(Repair of War Damage) Act (which provide for the repair of houses, repair 
of essential buildings, and reinstacement of the plant of undertakings carried 
on for such purposes where such buildings or plant are damaged by war). 
We have therefore arranged a special staff of contributors who will answer 
questions on legal, constructional or other points arising out of these Acts. 
Questions, which should be written, should be accompanied by stamped 
and addressed envelopes. —Editor, The Builder. 


What is a Priority Order? 
Str,—Could you define a “ priority 
order’”’ as understood by the Ministry 
of Supply? Such a definition would 
be extremely helpful to manufacturers 
at the present time. J. 

Building materials at present directly 
under the control of the Ministry of 
Supply are steel, non-ferrous metals and 
timber. In the Control of Iron and Steel 
Order, 1939, dated September 1, made by 
the Minister of Supply under Regulation 
55 of the Defence Regulations, 1939 (ob- 
tainable from H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 2d.), priority of use is indicated as 
follows :— 

(a) Articles and materials of the 
various categories listed in the First 
Schedule to the Control of Iron and Steel 
Order, 1939, may be supplied and received 
without restriction as to licence until 
further notice for use directly or indi- 
rectly for the following customers and/ 
or purposes :— 

1. Government Defence departments. 

2. Other Government departments. 

3. Local authorities for civil defence 
purposes. 

4. Persons requiring supplies under 
the Civil Defence Act, 1939, or 
otherwise for air-raid precau- 
tions. 

5. Railway companies for repair and 
maintenance work. 

6. Shipbuilders, ship repairers and 
marine engineers. 

7. Collieries. 

8. Persons having agreed prior to the 
date of the Order to purchase any 
of the articles or materials con- 
tained in the first schedule of the 
Order, for the purpose of delivery 
against such purchase subject to 
priority being given by the sup- 
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pliers to deliveries under 1 to 7. 


9. Persons purchasing from stock- 
holding merchants out of their 


stock for urgent requirements 
during 14 days from the date of 
this Order. 


10. Persons purchasing quantities of 
10 cwt. or less. 

(b) Scrap iron and steel fit only for the 
recovery of metal or for reprocess may 
be supplied and received without restric- 
tion as to licence until further notice. 


Buildings for Civil Defence: Right of Appeal. 

Sixn,—Under the Civil Defence Act, 
1939, a local authority may post in a 
building or part of a building a notice 
declaring that that building, or part of 
it, may be required for wse for public 
purposes of civil defence as a public air- 
raid shelter, or for use, in the event of 
hostile attack, in carrying out any of 


their civil defence functions. Is there 
any right of appeal? W. J. W. 
The answer is, Yes. By Section 3 of 
the Act any person having an estate or 
interest in the building may appeal, 
within fourteen days: (a) on the ground 
that the whole or any part of the premises 
is required for use for purposes of public 
importance, and that accordingly it is 
inexpedient that they should be desig- 
nated as aforesaid; or (b) that the whole 
or any part of the premises is required 
for use as a private air-raid shelter for 
the persons on the premises, or in the 
building of which they form part. 


Loan of Plant, etc. 
Str,—During the present crisis I have 
been called upon to loan plant (ladders, 
scaffold poles, etc.) to various works. 
Could you tell me what charges should 
be made for this kind of service? Are 
there any regulations on the subject?

There are no regulations. It is entirely 
a matter of mutual arrangement. 


CORRESPONDENCE 


** Factory Premises”’ and ‘‘ Commercial 
Building ’’: The Distinction. 

S1r,—May I draw attention to the reply 
which you give to a correspondent in 
your last issue, which is somewhat 
misleading. The correspondent inquires 
as to what is the difference between a 
factory and a commercial building under 
the Civil Defence Act, 1939. 

The important point is that the Civil 
Defence Act draws a distinction between 
“factory premises’ and a “‘ commercial 
building’’ (which terms are defined in the 
Act), not between a factory and a com- 
mercial building. ‘‘ Factory premises ”’ 
under the Civil Defence Act includes all 
land and buildings comprising a factory 
within the meaning of Section 151 of the 
Factories Act, 1937, in which more than 
50 persons work. It should be noted that 
no factory can be “ factory premises ” 
for the purposes of the Civil Defence Act 
unless 

(a) more than 50 people work in it, and 

(b) the building in which it is situate 

is wholly occupied by the occupier 
of the factory. 
Buildings which have more than one 
occupier come within the definition of 
“commercial buildings’ notwithstanding 
that some or all of the occupiers may be 
factory occupiers.

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CIVIL DEFENCE ACT 


Tue following preliminary note by M: 


H. F. Bidder, A.S8.I., barrister-at-law. 
appears in the current issue of th» 
Journal of the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution : — 


The purpose of this note is to indicat 
briefly the immediate obligations impose! 
upon the occupiers of factory premises ani! 
the owners of commercial buildings by the 
above Act. 

‘“‘ Factory premises’’ are, shortly, premises 
consisting of a building wholly occupied b+ 
one occupier, and containing a factory 11 
which more than 50 persons work. If there 
is more than one occupier (€.g., several fac- 
tories in one building) the building become; 
a “‘ commercial building.” 


> 


A “‘commercial building” is any buildin: 
(not being part of factory premises) in whic: 
more than 50 persons work. 

The obligations of Part III of the Act are 
imposed upon the occupier of factory 
premises, but upon the owner of a commer- 
cial building. 


Some Exceptions. 

Certain exceptions 
definitions. 

“Factory premises’’ do not include build- 
ings wholly or mainly occupied as a hotel or 
restaurant (other than a restaurant carried on 
for the use of persons working in the factory). 
““Commercial buildings’ do not include any 
building wholly or mainly occupied as a 
school, college, university, hotel, restaurant, 
club, place of public entertainment or amuse- 
ment, hospital or nursing home. Buildings 
wholly occupied by public utility under- 
takings are not included. And, in the case 
of commercial buildings, any residential part 
with a separate egress may be disregarded. 

In estimating the number of persons work- 
ing in the premises or building,’ the greatest 
number present at one time in a normal day 
is taken. Domestic servants and _ persons 
otherwise employed for residential purposes 
do not count. Any temporary increase caused 
by a change of shifts is disregarded; and 
only 25 per cent. of the outdoor workers (i.¢., 
workers not normally inside for more than 
an hour a day) are taken into account.?

Immediate Obligations. 


These are imposed by Part III of the Act, 
and apply only to factory premises and com- 
mercial buildings in areas specified in an 
Order of the Minister. A provisional list of 
specified areas has been published. 

It is the duty of every occupier of ‘‘ factory 
premises ’’ and every owner of a ‘‘ commercial 
building’ (in both cases, as above defined} 
to make a report in writing stating what 
measures he has taken or is taking or pro- 
posing to take to provide air-raid shelter for 
the persons working or living in the premises 
or building. A fine is provided in the case of 
failure to make a report within the time 
appointed.*® 

The report is to be made, in the case of 
factory premises, to the factory inspector for 
the district, and in the case of a commervial 


‘building to the local authority. 


The time appointed for the making of the 
report is- three months after the formal issue 
of the List of Specified Areas, or of the Code 
prescribing the requirements with which the 
shelter must comply, whichever is the latest. 
A provisional list and a provisional code have 
been published. 

The ‘‘ owner ”’ of a commercial buildin: is 
specially defined. Where there is no leas: of 
the whole building with an unexpired term of 
10 years or more, he is the freeholder. Where 
there is such a lease, he is the lessee : or in

Exchequer Grants. 

It is provided that grants shall be paid in 

spect of capital expenditure not only to 
-cupiers and owners of ‘‘ factory premises ”’ 
and ‘‘ commercial buildings’? on whom obli- 
rations ave laid by the Act, but also to every 
yerson in a specified area who incurs capital 
»xpenditure in providing air-raid shelter of 
he approved standard for all or any of the 
yersons employed by him.* Employees in a 
wuilding wholly or mainly occupied as a 
scheal, ete. (as above), are excluded. 

The grant will be 5s. 6d. in the £ on so 
much of the expenses of a capital nature as 
he Minister considers reasonable. To qualify 
for grant, the shelter muzst have been pro- 
vided, or work upon it must be in progress, 
or preparatory measures for its provision must 
be being taken, before the end of September, 
1939; and the Minister, in the last two cases, 
must be satisfied that the shelter will be pro- 
vided within a reasonable time thereafter.

Every person who employs more than 30 
persons in any factory premises or commercial 
building, whether in a specified area or not, 
is under an obligation to secure that all his 
employees are trained in air-raid routine, and 
that a suitable proportien are trained and 
equipped for first aid, gas and fire-fighting.’ 
For the purposes of this provision the defini- 
tion of factory premises and of commercial 
buildings is modified in regard to the number

A report is to be made by the employer to 
the factory inspector (in the case of factory 
premises) or the local authority (in the case 
of a commercial building) stating the measures 
taken. The report was due on August 13 
last (one month from the passing of the Act). 
As in the case of shelters, the mspector or 
authority have the power to serve notice on 
the employer requiring him to take specific 
measures. 


Obscuration. 
The Act places upon occupiers of factory 
premises employing 50 persons (wherever 


situated)? the duty of providing for the 
obscuration of lights. No light may appear 
from within the building, in the event of 
war, and only essential outside lights may 
then remain, dimmed and capable of instant 
extinction. This obligation is applied in 
war to all factories of whatever size by a 
Lighting Order under the Defence Regulations.

OBITUARY 


Harry Sutton Chorley, M.A., F.R.1.B.A. 


The death is announced, at Burley-in- 
Wharfedale, of Mr. H. 8S. Chorley, M.A., 
F.R.I.B.A. He was in his 71st year. 

Harry Sutton Chorley had spent a full 
life in the service of architecture. He 
was educated at Leeds Grammar School 
and Trinity College, Oxford, after which 
he was articled to his father, Charles R. 
Chorley, who was a partner in the firm 
of Chorley, Connon and Chorley, even- 
tually succeeding him as senior partner. 
He became Associate R.I.B.A. in (1896 
and commenced in practice in Leeds, in 
which city and district he carried out a 
large amount of work, after the war, in 


partnership with Mr. B. R. Gribbon, 
F.R.LB.A., and Mr. G. H. Foggitt, 
F.RI.B.A. His buildings included 


churches at Winksley, near Ripon, Ben- 
Rhydding, Manston and _ Hellifield; 
Leeds and Ripon Girls’ High Schools; 
new premises at York and Blackpool 
for the Yorkshire Penny Bank; the 
the Northern Police Convalescent Home 
an Orphanage, Harrogate; extensions 
to the Women and Children’s Hospital, 
Leeds; tramway depot for Leeds Cor- 
poration; printing works for the “ York- 
shire Post ’’; and a considerable volume 


of domestic works which included 
alterations to “Linton Spring” and 
“Woodhall,” Wetherley, and Gledhow 


Hall, Leeds. New houses designed by 
Mr. Chorley included Askham Grange and 
Allerton Manor. He also planned housing 
schemes for Leeds Corporation, whose 
advisory architect he became in 1919. 
Mr. Chorley had held the Surveyorship 
to the Dioceses of Bradford and Ripon. 
He was a past member of the Council ot 
the R.I.B.A. and also a past president 
of the West Yorks Architectural Society, 
of whose council] he was a member at the 
time of his death. With his partners, 
he was in 1931 the recipient of the first 
R.I.B.A. medal and diploma for a building 
of outstanding merit erected in West York- 
shire, the building in question being the 


Headingley branch office of the Yorkshire 
Penny Bank. Mr. Chorley retired from 
practice some years ago, the work of the 
firm being carried on at 3, Park-place, 
Leeds, by his partners, with Mr. H. J. 
Brown, A.R.I.B.A.

although his wife obtained help no trace 
of him could be seen. His body was 
subsequently recovered. He was 37. 
Harold Phillips, who was one of the 
more talented school of younger archi- 
tects, was educated at the Birmingham 
School of Architecture and became 
A.R.I.B.A. in 1932. He had also been a 
member of the Society of Architects. He 
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was in partnership at the time of his 
death with Mr. Harry Gibberd, A.R.I.B.A., 
in Birmingham, with whom he won, in 
June, 1937, the open competition for new 
municipal baths at Hackney. He had 
recently prepared a scheme for proposed 
swimming baths at Acock’s Green, for 
Birmingham Corporation. 


WAR DAMAGE TO 
PROPERTY 


SUBMISSION OF CLAIMS. 
Tue following announcement has been 
issued by the Treasury :— 


In a statement made in the House of 
Commons on January 31 last the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer explained how 
the Government proposed to make pro- 
vision from public funds in respect of loss 
or of damage to property arising from 
enemy action, such as bombardment from 
the air or from the sea, or from counter 
action taken against any such attacks. 


Apart from such assistance as may be 
provided towards the repair of essential 
property, no payments will be made 
under the scheme until the end of hos- 
tilities. It is, however, essential that all 
damage should be reported as soon as 
possible after it has occurred, and for this 
purpose arrangements have been made for 
the receipts of claims and recording of 
damage by the Valuation Office of the 
Inland Révenue. 


Forms of claim will be available shortly 
at the local town hall or office of the 
local authority in whose area the damage 
has occurred or at the office of the local 
District Valuer, Inland Revenue; and 
completed claims should be delivered to 
the local District Valuer, whose address 
will appear on the claim form, within 30 
days after the loss or damage has 
occurred. The Inland Revenue authori- 
ties will be prepared to allow a reason- 
able extension of this period if circum- 
stances beyond the control of the 
claimant make it impossible to lodge a 
claim within the 30 days.

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THE MAIN FRONT. 


LLANDUDNO AND DISTRICT NEW HOSPITAL, N. WALES 
MESSRS. C. B. PEARSON AND SON, F. & A.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECTS. 


GENERAL: The new buildings for the Llandudno 
and District New Hospital stand on a magnificent site 
which was the gift of the Rt. Hon. Lord Mostyn and 
the Llandudno Town Council. It consists of 64 acres 
of land; an island site so planned as to ensure ample 
open space all round, and the splendid views obtained 
from the principal wards in the hospital somewhat 
governed their position, having in mind also the correct 
orientation. 

The hospital is approached by an ample drive to the 
principal entrance and forecourt, where there is a 
roundabout for easy access and egress of vehicular 
traffic. The layout of the site is to be developed and 
improved in due course. The low one-storey wing to 
the left of the principal entrance accommodates the 
special departments such as X-ray, deep therapy, 
light treatment and hydrology, together with the 
consulting rooms, dental room and ear, nose and throat 
departments. 

The low one-storey wing to the right of the principal 
entrance accommodates the main kitchen and stores, 
nurses’ and maids’ dining-rooms, laundry, etc., with the 


heating chamber and extensive storerooms under. The 
hospital, when complete, is designed for a total of 134 
beds, but the present accommodation is for 67 beds. 
The present building, however, has been designed so 
that the administration, kitchens, boiler room and 
laundry are sufficiently large to cope with the work 
which will be required of them when the extra 67 beds 
are added. 

The planning has been kept very direct in its principal 
lines for administrative purposes, and the position of 
the wards is such that the maximum amount of sunshine 
is obtained by these very important rooms. 

ADMINISTRATION : These rooms are placed on the 
ground floor on either side of the principal entrance, 
and include secretary’s office, general office, waiting- 
rooms, matron’s office, board room, consulting rooms, 
laboratory, etc. 


Marps’ QuaRTERS: These are centrally placed on the 
second floor and are complete with bathrooms, etc. 


Matron: The matron’s self-contained flat is on the 
first floor, shielded to give privacy and quietness, but 
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in such a position that access to all parts of the hospital 
is gained in the shortest possible time. 

Warps: The ground floor accommodates the 20-bed 
male ward, male private and semi-private wards and 
children’s ward. The first floor accommodates the 
20-bed female ward, female private and semi-private 
wards and the maternity block. 

Each separate ward unit has its own ward kitchen, 
bath-room, sink-room, etc., adjacent. The children’s 
ward is in the sunniest position, and the windows have 
been. glazed with “Vita” glass. After much con- 
sideration it was decided to plan the main 20-bed wards 
in a manner which would allow the beds to be 
arranged parallel to the walls, thereby obtaining the 
maximum amount of sunshine and air. The ward is 
divided up with glazed cross screens, and in this way 
the patients are in what might be termed 4-bed wards. 

OPERATING THEATRE: The operating theatre is on 
the first floor em suite, and comprises the theatre, 
anesthetic room, sterilising room, rooms for sterilised 
dressings, wash-up, surgeons’ changing room, theatre 
sisters’ and nurses’ changing rooms. The operating 
theatre is mechanically ventilated by the Plenum system, 
and provides four changes of cleansed air per hour. 

The internal equipment is of the latest design and 
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the signalling system for patients is notable for 
its efficiency and silent working. Internal telephones 
are placed in the most important rooms in the hospital. 

Nurses’ Home: The nurses’ home is planned as a 
separate block accommodating 24 single bedrooms, six 
of which are placed in a quiet position for night nurses, 
all complete with bathroom, etc. The sisters’ sitting- 
room and the nurses’ sitting-room are divided by a 
sliding screen so that the two rooms can be thrown into 
one large room for recreational purposes when desired. 

Dersian: Externally, the elevations are designed on 
modern lines in harmony with the broad conception of 
the mass of the building. Simplicity together with 
efficiency has been the general aim. 

Internally, the materials and finishes have had very 
careful thought; all the latest labour-saving devices 
have been incorporated so as to reduce the maintenance 
costs to a minimum. The original scheme included an 
entrance Icdge, garages and cycle sheds, but on account 
of cost have been omitted for the present. 

The buildings are of fireproof construction throughout. 
They are steel-framed and floors are of reinforced con- 
crete and hollow tile. The external walls are 16-in. 
cavity brick, faced externally with rustic bricks with 
pre-cast stone dressings. A special type of rainwater

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and soil pipes has been used throughout, impervious to 
corrosive elements in marine atmospheres, steam 
vapours, vegetable matters, etc. All staircases are of 
reinforced concrete construction, covered with cork. 
The whole of the windows in the hospital are metal, 
carefully designed so as to give ample ventilation and 
at the same time eliminating draughts as much as 
possible. 

The heating of the buildings is carried out on the 
low-pressure system, all boilers having automatic robot 
stokers which reduce the supervision of these to a 
minimum. The hot water and steam supplies are also 
amply sufficient to cope with the requirements of 
the hospital. An electric bed lift is installed. 

The operating theatre, wash-up and sterilising room 
on the first floor have walls lined with “ Vitrolite ” 
glass, and the floors are carried out in terrazzo. The 
operating-theatre suite is air-conditioned, the system 
being designed for four complete changes of cleansed 
and warmed air per hour. The intake is in the ventila- 
tion chamber under the principal entrance, and the air 
is extracted by means of ducts to the roof over the maids’ 
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quarters, where the extraction chamber with electric 
fans is placed. 

The general electric scheme has, as chief features, 
the bed head assembly fixtures, incorporating bed light, 
doctor’s lamp plug, signal switch and wireless plug. 
A silent signalling system by means of lights and buzzers 
eliminates as much noise as possible in the hospital. 
Fire alarm signals and internal telephones are installed 
in the appropriate positions. 

The sanitary equipment of the hospital is modern 
and up-to-date. The main kitchen, with stores and 
offices, nurses’ dining-room and maids’ dining-room is 
placed for the easy access of food to the various ward 
kitchens. Steam-heated hot cupboards and water 
boilers are incorporated in the main kitchen, and in 
each ward kitchen to the various wards. The interior 
decorative treatment has been carried out in quiet and 
restrained shades to give a pleasing effect. 

The clerk of works was Mr. H. Tims. 

The architects were Messrs. C. B. Pearson & Son, 
F. and A.R.I.B.A., who gained the first premium in 
an open architectural competition for the new buildings.

GENERAL.—This bus garage, to ac- 
commodate 100 motor buses, is now 
in course of erection on a level site 
at Wythenshawe, and has been de- 
signed by the City Architect of 
Manchester, Mr. G. Noel Hill, 
F.R.1I.B.A., M.T.P.I., for the Man- 
chester Corporation Transport 
Department. 

CONSTRUCTION.—The main garage 
and repair hall consists of rein- 
forced concrete arches and barrel 
vaults designed on the shell system 
of construction, of which it will be 
the largest example in the country. 
The concrete arches in the garage 
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have a span of 168 feet, a rise of 
approximately 42 feet, and are 42 
feet apart; the thickness of the roof 
shell is 22 in. The subsidiary sec- 
tions of the building, consisting of 
workshops, administrative block, 
boiler house, etc., are of brick con- 
struction, faced externally with 
cement rendering, with reinforced 
concrete roofs. Air raid shelters are 
provided for the operative staff. 
Services.—The heating arrange- 
ments are by the “ Plenum” sys- 
tem. An interesting feature is the 
provision of steam heating to the 
radiator of each bus during off ser- 
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vice hours, the arrangement adopted 
being an improvement on a similar 
method already employed in other 
Manchester bus garages; thus the 
water temperature is retained and 
starting facilitated. This system 
proves to be economical, since the 
normal temperature of the garage 
may be considerably reduced. The 
cost of the building is £105,540; the 
contractors for the general building 
work are Messrs. Moseley Construc- 
tion Co., Ltd., Manchester, and the 
contractors for the reinforced con- 
crete shell construction, Messrs. 
J. A. King and Co., Ltd., London.

CLauseE 24 (Certificates and Payments) 
replaces in the main Clause 25 of the 
i931 Form. By Sub-clause (a), at the 
period of interim certificates named in 
‘he appendix, interim valuations are to 
made whenever the architect con- 

iders them necessary. Under Clause 10 
of the 1931 Form (Prices for Extras, etc. 
Ascertainment of), interim measure- 
ments and valuations were to be made 

vrhenever necessary to enable the archi- 

tect to issue certificates under Clause 25 
of that Form. In both cases the archi- 
tect would be the person to decide 
whether it was necessary to make such 
measurements and valuations. The con- 
tractor is entitled (subject to the provi- 
sions of Clause 21 relating to nominated 
sub-contractors) to receive a certificate 
within 10 days of his written application. 
(The time limit is not in the correspond- 
ing Clause 25 of the 1931 Form.] The 
certificate, as before, is to state the 
amount due to the contractor from the 
employer, and the contractor is entitled 
to payment within the time stated and 
agreed upon in the appendix. 

It should be noticed that the interim 
valuations are to be made at the period 
of interim certificates agreed upon, and 
then only when the architect thinks 
them necessary. This would apparently 
preclude interim valuations necessitating 
measurements being made between the 
periods of work that must be covered in 
immediately it is completed. 

Furthermore, a cross reference should 
have been made to Clause 11, which 
deals with unfixed materials when taken 
into account to be the property of the 
employer. 

By Sub-clause (b), the amount of the 
certificate, subject to Clause 21 (c) (see 
Article X) and to any agreement be- 
tween the parties as to stage payments 
[these words are new], is to be the total 
value of work properly executed and of 
the materials and goods delivered upon 
{he site for use in the works up to and 
including a date not more than seven 
days before the date of the certificate, 
less retention money, and less any instal- 
ments previously paid. The stipulation 
contained in the 1931 Form (Cl. 25 (b)) 
is retained, viz., the certificate must only 
contain the value of the said materials 
and goods as and from such time as they 
are reasonably, properly and not prema- 
turely brought upon the site, and only 
if adequately stored and/or protected 
from the weather and other casualties. 
Sub-clause (c) of Clause 24 replaces Sub- 
clause (c) of Clause 25 of the 1931 Form, 
and contains unimportant drafting 
changes. The amount of _ retention 
money is to be the percentage of the 
value of the work and materials (see 
above) named in the appendix as Per- 
centage of Certified Value Retained, and 
is to be up to the amount there named 
as the limit of Retention Fund (which in 
neither case is to exceed 10 per cent.). 
When the limit named in the appendix 
is reached, or the limit is reduced under 


pe 


Clause 21 (Nominated sub-contractors), 
the full value of the work and materials 
must be certified by the architect. 
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The clause contains two alternatives 
dealing with the manner in which reten- 
tion monies are to be dealt with, one of 
which is to be retained. 


Sub-clause (d) [A] replaces Sub-clause 
(d) of the 1931 Form, which provided 
that when the retention monies, calcu- 
lated as above, totalled or exceeded 
£1,000. then, but not otherwise, the em- 
ployer was to pay the amount into an 
account in the joint names of himself 
and the contractor, and at a bank named 
in the appendix. Under Sub-clause (d) 
[A] of the new Form, this limit dis- 
appears. All amounts constituting the 
Retention Fund are to be banked (as 
above) on deposit at interest [Sub-clause 
(d) of Clause 25 contained the words ‘“‘or 
otherwise dealt with as may be agreed ’’], 
and the principal and interest are to be 
held [as before] upon trust for the em- 
ployer as security for the due completion 
of the works until these are practically 
completed. [The word “ practically ” is 
new, and it should be borne in mind that 
practical completion is not certified com- 
pletion; nor is practical completion de- 
fined; probably it is substantial comple- 
tion, that is, the state of completion 
which, in the architect’s decision, justi- 
fies the issue of the final certificate.] On 
practical completion, the contractor, sub- 
ject to Clause 17 (Damages for non-com- 
pletion) is entitled, as before, to a certi- 
ficate for one moiety (half) of the Fund, 
with interest to date. The other moiety 
is to be held on trust until the issue of 
the architect’s final certificate, when it, 
with further interest, is to be paid to 
the contractor. If the employer commits 
an act of bankruptcy, “or being a com- 
pany shall enter into liquidation whether 
compulsory or voluntary, except liquida- 
tion for the purposes of reconstruction” 
[the words in italics are new], or repu- 
diates the contract, or the contractor 
duly determines his employment under 
the contract, then the Retention Fund 
in the said joint names is to be held 
upon trust for, and forthwith paid to the 
contractor by, the employer or other 
person legally.entitled to deal with the 
same. [In the case of bankruptcy or 
liquidation, the trustee in bankruptcy or 
liquidator, as the case may be.] 


The alternative Sub-clause (d) [B] re- 
places Sub-clauses (e) to (g) of the 1931 
Form (Clause 25). It provides that on 
practical completion, the contractor, 
subject to Clause 17 (Damages for non- 
completion), is to be entitled to a certifi- 
cate for one-half of the retention money, 
the other to be paid to him on the issue 
of the architect's final certificate. Sub- 
clause (e) of the new Form, which is not 
contained in Clause 25 of the 1931 Form, 
provides that in the _ settlement of 
accounts, amounts paid or payable by 
the contractor to nominated sub-contrac- 
tors or nominated suppliers (see Clauses 
21 and 22), and the value of any work 
executed by the contractor (who, under 
Clause 21 (f), has successfully tendered 
for works for which prime cost or pro- 
visional sums are included in the bills 
of quantities), are to be set against the 
prime cost or provisional sums, or sums 
for additional works mentioned in the 
bills of quantities, as the case may be. 
The balance, after allowing pro rata for 
the contractor’s profit at the rates con- 
tained in the contractor’s or final esti- 
mate as shown in the priced bills of 
quantities, is to be added to or deducted 
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from the contract sum. No deductions 
are to be made by or on behalf of the 


employer for any damages paid or 
allowed by any sub-contractor or sup- 
plier, it being the intention that the 
contractor, not the employer, is to have 
the benefit of such damages 

Sub-clause (f) of Clause 24 is the same 


as Clause 25 (f) of the 1931 Form. It 
provides that on the expiration of the 
defects liability period (agreed upon in 
the appendix), or upon completion of 
making good defects under. Clause 12 
(Defects after Completion), whichever is 
the later, the architect is to issue his final 
certificate. This final certificate, save 
in these cases, viz., fraud, dishonesty, 
fraudulent concealment relating to the 
works or materials or to any matter 
dealt with in the certificate, defects and 
insufficiencies in the works or materials 
which a reasonable examination would 
not have disclosed, is to be conclusive 
evidence as to the sufficiency of the said 
works and materials. [As to this, the 
architect is the sole arbiter. ] 


Sub-clause (g) provides, as did Clause 
25 (g) of the 1931 Form, that, except as 
aforesaid, no certificate of the architect 
is, of itself, to be conclusive evidence 
that any works or materials to which it 
relates are in accordance with this con- 
tract. [This is arbitrable under Clause 26, 
which will be dealt with in a later 
article. Arbitration as to whether or not 
a certificate has been improperly with- 
held or is not in accordance with this 
clause (24) cannot be opened up until 
after the completion or alleged comple- 
tion or abandonment of the works, unless 
with the written consent of the employer 
or the architect on his behalf, and the

Dampness in Bungalow. 
[Answer To “ E. D.,’’ Sepremser 1. ] 


Sm,—If the damp patches around the 
chimney are, in fact, as suggested by your 
correspondent, due to the oe in the 
bricks or plastering material of salts which 
have the property of absorbing moisture from 
the air, then the plastering over an area 
extending at least a foot beyond the extreme 
margins of the dampness should be hacked off 
and the surfaces of the bricks thoroughly 
hacked and cleaned, after which strong cut 
nails should be driven into the bed joints at 
frequent intervals, leaving their heads pro- 
jecting about 3 in., to be embedded in the 
first coat of a rendering consisting of two coats 
of two parts of coarse, perfectly clean sand, one 
of Portland cement, with the addition of od 
cent. of a reliable waterproofing powder 
After the two coats of such a rendering have 
been 4g an absorptive skimming of 
gauged lime putty and sand setting stuff 
should be used to finish the patch. 

The efflorescence of salts is due to the passage 
of water through the bricks or the plaster, 
which may be due to penetration of the ex- 
ternal palle, or may be the residue of moisture 
which has fallen down the flue or gravitated 
from the chimney stack, though the last two 
causes have apparently now been removed. 
The purpose of the cut nails is to secure the 
rendering to the brickwork, and such provision 
is very necessary because otherwise a further 
deposition of salts in the pores of the brick- 
work immediately behind the rendering would 
burst off the faces of the bricks, and with 
them also the rendering. 

Since one alternative considered is to pull 
down the wall, it is at least worth while to 
try this remedy first, as it would be compara- 
tively inexpensive and has a very good chance
